Sen. John G. Tower, R-Tex.,

constitutional 
amendment is a foolproof 
way to prohibit court or­ 
dered busing to achieve 
school integration. 
Tower 
has 
asked 
the 
leaders of the 50 states for 
support 
to call 
a 
con­ 
stitutional convention to 
draft the amendment. He 
said Monday Congressional 
legislation to limit busing is 
uncertain because of the 
courts’ interpretations. 
“The only final and certain 
means to prohibit busing to 
achieve racial balance is a 
constitutional amendm ent.” 


Tower said. “ We can pass 
good legislation on this 
subject, and the question is 
whether the courts would 
declare it unconstitutional. 
“That is why I say the only 
foolproof way to prohibit 
busing is through a con­ 
stitutional am endment.” 
Tower said education is 
the issue and funds going to 
busing to integrate schools to 
court standards are ill spent. 
“I don’t think a majority of 
the people want 
absolute 
racial balance in schools.” 
he said. “ If we can give a kid 
a quality education in his 
own neighborhood, why not 
do it? 
“ Obviously 
we 
should 
desegregation, bv* we 


should not 
have 
torced 
busing 
to 
achieve 
racial 
balance.” 
Tower said the Republican 
party would be hurt 
if 
Ronald Reagan challenges 
President Gerald Ford for 
the 1976 nomination. 
“ A 
R eagan 
candidacy 
would be devisive. 
Tower 
said 
“ All you're doing is 
drawing out the energy and 
resources 
for 
a 
primary 
fight that could be used in 
the general election cam ­ 
paign. Therefore I do not 
think a Reagan candidacy is 
good for the party.” 
Tower said he believed 
Ford could defeat Reagan in

The nickname “ yankee 
for U.S. citizens came from 
the 
p ractice 
of 
Dutch 
merchants calling American 
sea captains “ y a n k e rs ,” 
which was the Dutch word 
for a wrangler or one who 
drove a hard bargain. 
At one time or another 
most persons have had some 
sort of angry relationship 
with another, which has been 
dubbed “ Being at Logger 
Heads.” Originally, logger 
heads were implements used 
to spread hot pitch along 
deck-seams to weatherproof 
them. 
These 
tools 
had 
long 
wooden handles and metal 
heads and using them was 
tedious, backbreaking work 
Sometimes men using these 
tools got into fights, which 
could turn to deadly battles. 
Thus a serious dispute is the 
implication of the phrase 
being at “logger heads.”
